Major Pham-Minh-Hu'a is the parachute jumping Chief of 
Catholic Chaplains for the Vietnam Air Force.

"W e do not have to give up our cultural and historical 
heritage as an Oriental to be a Christian," says Father 
Hu'a, "for with the best of both the combination is good.”

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FREQUENT TAX CHANGES 
It must have come to most as a shtx’k 
to learn that in tlie* j>ast five y ears there 
had been six major changes in the Federal 
tax structure. Gardner Ackley, chairman 
of the I'resident’s Council of Economic 
Advisers, who recalled this fact said that 
“we must accustom ourselves to the idea 
of frequent adjustment of the tax rate.” 
Ackley made his disclosures before 1,300 
leaders of the electric utility industry, who 
had gathered in New’ Orleans for the Kdi- 
son Electric Institute convention. 
These past changes were designed to 
deal not only with the equity or tax struc­ 
ture. but also to afToct the overall level of 
economic activity, the chief economic ad­ 
viser to the President said. In other words, 
they were part of managing the economy 
by taxation. 
“Ordinarily, these tax changes can and 
should be presented as part of the annual 
fiscal plan at the time of the budget sub­ 
mission,” Ackley said. He did not elaborate, 
but when the changes are submitted with 
the budget, Congress would have time to 
exercise its judgment over the fiscal man­ 
agers, through its taxing powers. 
Ackley continued, “I recognize that fre­ 
quent tax changes are unsettling to business 
planning, but surely they are far less un­ 
settling to business planning than the in­ 
stability of markets associated with infla­ 
tion and recession. The impact of mod­ 
erate tax changes on after-tax profits is far 
smaller than the potential fluctuations in a 
boom-and-bust economy.” 
All of w hich may be true, if it were not 
for one overriding fact. That is, that with 
a federal spending budget of $135 billion, 
built up by taking more than half of all 
corporate profits and large slices of individ­ 
ual income, the tax{>ayers have a right to 
expect their Government to exercise re­ 
straint in spending, instead of changing 
taxes a half dozen times in five y ears to ac­ 
commodate their spending appetite, they 
could check it.

They say wo should have encouraged

and lied China. 
Some of them say 
he was no t 
really a Com munist, any way , but was leader o f a 
"truly ” nationalist revolt against the 
French. 
Instead of aiding the French to stay in Indo­ 
china, they assert, we should have worked to get 
the French out. 
Some of these allegations by the professors 
just don’t happen to ho true. 
llo Chi Minh was helped by the United States 
In the war ag ainst the Japanese. 
The actual dis­ 
arming o f the Japanese in No rth Indo china was 
do ne under the auspice# o f the United StateN in 
co nsultatio n with llo Chi Minh. 
So long as the United States was convinced 
that Ho’s movement w as a genuinely nationalist 
movement, the U nited S tates gave him encour­ 
agem ent. 
This rep orter was in background sessions with 
top officials of the 
U .S. government in the period 
a fter W orld W ar II when the French had re­ 
turned to Indochina. 
These U.S. officials, including ranking cabinet 
m embers, w ere attem p ting to talk the French 
into leaving Indochina. 
(At the same time, they 
w ere talking to the B ritish about leaving India 
and to the N etherlands governm ent about leav­ 
ing the D utch East Indies to the peoples of those 
territories.) 
This rep orter rem em bers, as though it were 
y esterday , the frustration of U.S. officials at the 
French attitude. 
T here were tim es the Am eri­ 
cans felt they had tlie French talked into lavinge. 
Then Paris would do a turnabout. 
B ut in the end the French left. 
They were 
not defeated. 
Dien Bien Phu was not a critical 
loss. 
It was a blunder but not an irrep arable 
blow’. 
But the French had learned, when they asked 
to r U.S. interv entio n at Dien Bien Phu, that the 
United States wo uld no t bo lster them In Indo ­ 
china anti that o ur o fficials meant it when they 
priv ately asked the French to leav e. 
L ate in this period it becam e evident that w hat 
had started out as a national Indochinese revolu­ 
tion against the French was being subverted into 
a Com m unist take-over. 
The revolution had a t­ 
tracted a wide variety of p atriotic y oung men. 
The Com m unists w ere a m inority . 
Tow ard the 
end, however,"Ho m anaged to weed out the non- 
Com m unists from the top revolutionary posts. 
The revolution, which had been won through the 
efforts of 
many p atriots, was then taken over by 
Ho’s Red henchmen in one of the sorriest, dirtiest 
internal subversions in recent history . 
llo had been a Co mmunist as lo ng as Mao

IT’S PLAIN BLACKMAIL 
It will be remembered that the Atomic 
Energy Commission spent a good deal of 
time, effort and money to pick a site for 
a new Federal giant atom smasher, and 
finally settled on a site in the Chicago area. 
Now, according to Senate Minority Leader 
Everett M. Dirksen, who is the senior Sena­ 
tor from Illinois, the state may lose the 
installation. 
The state was warned, Dirksen said, that 
if it did not enact open housing laws, the 
Federal Government may designate an­ 
other site for the atom smasher. “If you 
can pressure on legislature, then you can 
pressure every state legislature in the coun­ 
try ,” Dirksen warned. 
The warning is timely and necessary. 
The states have lost much of their initiative 
and power by reason of the 400 different 
grants-in-aid program through which the 
Federal Government dispenses more than 
$15 billion to them. Here is a new twist 
to the power of the purse string: The 
Federal Government now insists on dictat­ 
ing laws reserved to the states. That is go­ 
ing too far. Dirksen is right to alert the 
states to resist this latest invasion of their 
rights.
